ZONING ORDINANCE 
PROVISIONS 


On the 23rd day of September, 1940, the City Council passed 
an ordinance entitled: 


"A n Ordinance to protect the health, safety, morals, 
r> 
welfare of the community and regulate and restrict 
the height, size of buildings and other structures, the 
percentage of lots that may be occupied, and other 
regulations pertaining to the construction of resi­ 
dential and business houses." 


To inform the public, the City Council desires to set out a few 
of the regulations pertaining to this ordinance to prevent builders 
from violating its provisions. 


If you contemplate building a house, you should first apply at 
the office of the City Clerk for a building permit. In order to se­ 
cure a building permit, it is necessary that you inform the City 
Clerk in writing of the size and location of your lot, the type of 
house you ore building, and a plan or blue print of the proposed 
structure. 


The City of Sikeston has been divided into three districts: 
Residential District, Business District, and Industrial District. 


The Residential District embodies for the most port, oil of the 
residential area within the City with the exception of the lots 
adjacent to Hghway 60 ond 61, Sunset Addition, Sunset Second 
Addition, Fairgrounds Addition and the out lying Districts near 
the edge of the City Limits. 


It is unlawful to use any building already constructed for busi­ 
ness purposes or to build any business property of any kind in the 
Residential District. The only structures that may be built, erect­ 
ed or moved into this District, are dwellings, schools, apartments, 
libraries, and other sim ila1’ buildings. 
On each lot there may be 
an accessory building to be used as a garage and as servants 
quarters, which quarters shall be occupied only by servants em­ 
ployed on the premises and may not be rented as o separate domi­ 
cile or dwelling. 
No dwelling or building may be constructed un­ 
less it shall be five feet or more from the adjoining property line 
and there must be a front yard of not less than 20 per cent of the 
lot or so long as the proposed building is in line with the other 
buildings on the street. There must also be a rear yard of not less 
than 30 per cent of the depth of the lot and no building may be 
built to exceed two and one-half stories or forty feet in height. 


The Business District embodies all of the downtown area now 
being used as a business district as well as a portion of the Cham ­ 
ber of Commerce Addition now used as such, ond all of the proper­ 
ty adjacent to both Highways 60 and 61 within the City. Build­ 
ings erected may be used for general business purposes in this 
district with certain exceptions os provided in the ordinance. 


The Industrial District is all of that property lying near the 
edge of the city limits and which may be used for industrial ond 
manufacturing plants, subject to the restrictions in the ordinance 
which prohibits the manufacture of anything which may be 
noxious, offensive or dangerous to the inhabitants living near the 
purposed business. The ordinance prohibits refuse dumps, dis­ 
posal plants, slaughter houses, stock yards, within the City at any 
time. 


Segregation of Races 


The ordinance further provides that it shall be unlawful for 
any member of the negro race to own any real estate in any port 
of the City except Sunset Addition, Sunset Second Addition, and 
Fairgrounds Addition, nor shall any member of the negro race 
operate any business or whatsoever kind or nature in any other 
district than the above named additions, nor shall any person 
rent, lease or permit any negro to occupy any premises, except 
located in said additions, except when the negro or some mem­ 
ber of his family is regularly employed upon the premises which 
he or his family occupy. Hotels, rooming houses and other busi­ 
ness for negros are prohibited within the City except in the above 
additions. 
No member of the white race shall operate any busi­ 
ness, or be employed in any business in the above additions. 


Penalty for violation of any of the terms of the ordinance is a 
fine of not less than $10.00 nor more than $100.00 and a civil 
penalty in the sum of $250.00. 
All builders, contractors, and 
carpenters should familiarize themselves in detail with the terms 
of this ordinance for in the event o violation is committed all per­ 
sons are subject to prosecution who are in any way connected 
with the construction of the building being erected contrary to the 
terms of this ordinance.

ZONING o r d i n a n c e : 
PROVISIONS 


On the 23rd day of September, 1940, the City Council passed 
an ordinance entitled: 


"A n Ordinance to protect the health, safety, morals, 
' 
welfare of the community and regulate and restrict 
the height, size of buildings and other structures, the 
percentage of lots that may be occupied, and other 
regulations pertaining to the construction of resi­ 
dential and business houses." 


To inform the public, the City Council desires to set out o few 
of the regulations pertaining to this ordinance to prevent builders 
from violating its provisions. 


If you contemplate building a house, you should first apply at 
the office of the City Clerk for a building permit. In order to se­ 
cure a building permit, it is necessary that you inform the City 
Clerk in writing of the size and location of your lot, the type of 
house you are building, and a plan or blue print of the proposed 
structure. 


The City of Sikeston has been divided into three districts: 
Residential District, Business District, and Industrial District. 


The Residential District embodies for the most part, all of the 
residential area within the City with the exception of the lots 
adjocent to Hghw ay 60 and 61, Sunset Addition, Sunset Second 
Addition, Fairgrounds Addition and the out lying Districts near 
the edge of the City Limits. 


It is unlawful to use any building already constructed for busi­ 
ness purposes or to build any business property of any kind in the 
Residential District. The only structures that may be built, erect­ 
ed or moved into this District, arc dwellings, schools, apartments, 
libraries, and other sim ilar buildings. 
On each lot there may be 
an accessory building to be used as a garage and as servants 
quarters, which quarters shall be occupied only by servants em ­ 
ployed on the premises and may not be rented as a separate dom i­ 
cile or dwelling. 
No dwelling or building may be constructed un­ 
less it shall be five feet or more from the adjoining property line 
and there must be a front yard of not less than 20 per cent of the 
lot or so long as the proposed building is in line with the other 
buildings on the street. There must also be a rear yard of not less 
than 30 per cent of the depth of the lot and no building may be 
built to exceed two and one-half stories or forty feet in height. 


The Business District embodies all of the downtown area now 
being used as a business district as well as a portion of the C h am ­ 
ber of Commerce Addition now used as such, and all of the proper­ 
ty adjacent to both Highw ays 60 and 61 within the City. Build­ 
ings erected may be used for general business purposes in this 
district with certain exceptions as provided in the ordinance. 


The Industrial District is all of that property lying near the 
edge of the city limits and which may be used for industrial and 
m anufacturing plants, subject to the restrictions in the ordinance 
which prohibits the m anufacture of anything which may be 
noxious, offensive or dangerous to the inhabitants living near the 
purposed business. The ordinance prohibits refuse dumps, dis­ 
posal plants, slaughter houses, stock yards, within the City at any 
time. 


Segregation of Races 


The ordinance further provides that it shall be unlawful for 
any member of the negro race to own any real estate in any part 
of the City except Sunset Addition, Sunset Second Addition, and 
Fairgrounds Addition, nor shall any member of the negro race 
operate any business or whatsoever kind or nature in any other 
district than the above named additions, nor shall any person 
rent, lease or permit any negro to occupy any premises, except 
located in said additions, except when the negro or some m em ­ 
ber of his fam ily is regularly employed upon the premises which 
he or his fam ily occupy. Hotels, rooming houses and other busi­ 
ness for negros are prohibited within the City except in the above 
additions. 
No member of the white race shall operate any busi­ 
ness, or be employed in any business in the above additions. 


Penalty for violation of any of the terms of the ordinance is a 
fine of not less than $10.00 nor more than $100.00 and a civil 
penalty in the sum of $250.00. 
A ll builders, contractors, and 
carpenters should fam iliarize themselves in detail with the terms 
of this ordinance for in the event a violation is committed all per­ 
sons are subject to prosecution who are in any way connected 
with the construction of the building being erected contrary to the 
terms of this ordinance.
